The first move in this di- 
rection ts to brand all our fair-minded 
papers as being monopoly papers, rail- 
road papers, etc. The Hnterprise has 
been persistently followed by the pack 
papers opposed te it on political and 
business matters with the cry of Bo- 
nanza paper, etc., and, to its credit be 
it said, it has never hesitated, nor lias 
Mr. Mackey nor Mr. Sharon, to say 
that it was the property ef million- 
aires. We happen to koow that the 
managers of the Hnterprise have as 
free, if not a freer privilege, in the ex- 
ercise of their ideas of right as any 
other paper on the coast, except, per- 
haps, in ene or two cases where the 
direct interests of the men who own 
in it are at stake, and in every case of 
that kind their interests might be said 
to be in a great degree te be identical 
with those of the state. If they should 
be mistaken in their stand on any 
question there is no way to prove 
that they are less sincere thau other 
men are in their mistakes. Itis well 
known that the Gazeriz is net ip 
full accord with the Enterprise 
upon several important questions, but 
that does not prevent us from appre- 
ciating the ability and reliability 
of eur contemporary, and far 
from joining io the cry that because 
a man is a millionaire he must not 
ewn & bDewspaper, we advocate the 
right of free speech for them the same 
as we do for other men. There is no 
organ se innocent as that of a great 
corporation or a great man. They 
are sO very transparent that 
their denunciations and scoldings are 
injurious to no one, vhile their argu- 
meots and statements have their own 
weight and no more. The funniest 
thing in human nature is that no mat- 
ter how true a statement or how logi- 
cal an argument may be, if men do 
not like the man or paper which erig- 
inates them they will turn them like 
a duckdoes water. Everything a man 
or paper says is tinged with its indi- 
viduality to such an extent as to prej- 
udice men for or against to an unreas- 
enable degree, and this fact is well 


known to the sewspaper fraternity, 
who use it very eften unscrupulonusly 


against papers far more honest than 
themselves. 


THE COMINS-HOYT LIBEL SUIT. 


The Comins-Heyt libel suit has in- 
augurated a lively newspaper contro- 
versy between the Enterprise on one 
hand,and the Virginia Chronicle, Eure- 
ka Leader and Ward Reflez en the other. 
The principle involved in this discussion 
is,we think,all wrong. The matter new 
being befere the courts for adjudica- 
tien, itis therefore not a legitimate 
subject for such criticism as is indulged 
in by the papers named, who appear 
to be more intent on prejudicing the 
public mind toe their respective views 
than anything else. We do not be- 
lieve in a newspaper making a personal 
fight against a defendant in a criminal 
action, And while Mr. Comins has 
taken a rather foolish course to vindi- 
cate himself, it does not justify a news- 
paper in assaulting him for appealing 
to the law for protection against libel 
and calumny. If, after the trial is 
over, the prosecution is shown to have 
been malicious, then Mr. Comins is a 
fair subject for criticism on that peint; 
but not now. A contreversy such as 
is new being carried on has the effect 
of making trials a partizan fight be- 
tween rival factions, rather than an 
equal administration of justice. If 
Mr. Heyt has told the truth abeut 
Mr. Comins,let him preve it, and then 
let Mr, Comins suffer the contempt 
and scorn of every honest man. Mr. 
Comins has made the issue squarely 
in the courts, let him meet it and 
prove his innocence of the charges 
made against his integrity. The in- 
vestigation should be full, fair and 
complete. Let justice be done though 
the heavens fall, but there should be 
no wrangling in the temple of justice. 
Mr. Comins’ pesition on the railroad 
question has ne bearing on the ques- 


tion. Did he allow corrupt motives 
to influence his vote? That is the 
Caml issue. Personal and political 

have no bearing on the case 
whatever.

The Gazette would be very glad te 
see papers like the Argonaut taking 
the place of the Police Gazette and 
such papers in the hands of the young 
and the idle. The one is full of 
thought on the most impertant and in- 
teresting subjects, as well as upon 
matters of literary and lighter nature. 
The others are simple collections of 
stories of crimes, foul deeds and acci- 
dents, which are of no earthly benefit 
the reader as news, and are very 
detrimental te morals, as they inflame 
the imagination and create false and 
low ambitions.

Important Mining Decision. 


(hureka Sentine).] 

The supreme court of the United 
States afew days since premulgated 
the follewing important mining de- 
cision: Fiagataff Silver mining com- 
_ of Utah, plaintiff, in error, vs. 

elen Tarbet, in error, to the supreme 
court ef Utah. The controversy in 
this case relates to the respective 
rights of two mining companies in the 
Little Cottonwood district, Utah, who 
are working subterrandysly on the 
same lode or vein of ore. “The princi- 

al question involved is whether the 
lagstaff company has a right to carry 
on excavations underground outside 
the perpendicularly drawn side lines 
of its surface levation, when, by se do- 
ing, it infringes upon the rights of the 
adjoining claimant. With regard to 
the important questien of follewing 
lodes or veins of ore below the surface 
and the respective rights of contend- 
ing parties in such cases, this court 
holds as follows: First—Location of 
a mining claim upon a lode er vein of 
ere should be laid along the same 
lengthwise ef its ceurse, at or near 
the surface, under mining act of 1866 
and that of 1872. Secend—Each lo- 
cator is entitled to follow the dip of 
the lode or vein toan indefinite depth, 
even though it carries him outside of 
side lines ef location; but this right is 
based on the a thatethe side 
lines substantia!ly correspond with the 
course of the lode or vein at the sur- 
face and that it is bounded at each 
end,by the end lines of the lecation 
crossing the lode or vein, and eftend- 
ing perpendicularly downwards and 
indefinitely in their own direction. 
Third—If the location be laid eross- 
wise of the lode or vein, so that its 
greatest length cresses the same, io- 
stead of following the course thereof, 
it will secure only so much of the 
vein as ic actually crosses at the sur- 
face, and the side lines of the loca- 
tion will become end lines thereof for 
the purpose of defining rights of own- 
ers. Fourth--A locator working sub- 
terrapeously inte the dip of vein a be- 
longing to another locator who is in 
ion of his location is a trespnss- 


er, and liable to action fer taking ore | « 


therefrom. In accordance with these 

rinciples, this court holds that the 

lagstaff company is outside its right- 
ful boundaries, and it therefore affirms 
the judgement of the lower court in 
favor of He'en Tarbet. Justice Brad- 
ley delivered the opinion.

News From Paradise. 


[From Saturday's Reporter.) 

A uliar kind of fever has ap- 
peared in this vicinity, w' ich seems to 
be a puzzler. Its commencement and 
eutire course is almest identical with 
that of remittent or bilious fever, with 
the exceptien of being eof a lewer 
grade and longer duratien. Seon 
after the beginning of the attack, the 
patient’s bedy and extremities be- 
comes thiekiy covered with small, red 
spets, about a fourth of an inch in di- 
ameter, which de not disappear until 
some time after recovery. The dis- 
ease does not appear to be very severe, 
ner is it contagious. 

The grading fur the Paradise vailey 
mill is about finished, and Messrs. 
Mather & Lind, who have contracted 
to build the mill, will push the work 
ahead as rapidly as possible. White 
& Howell roasting furnaces will be 
erected at the mill.

An Order Concerning Nuisances. 
Be it ordained by the County Com- 
missioners of Washoe ceunty, Nevada: 


Section 1. Any person who shall de- 
posit any manure within the limits of 
the town of Reno where the same shall 
be offensive or an annoyanceto any per- 
son, or who shall fail or neglect to re- 
move any such deposit of manure now 
being within said town limits within two 
days after being notified to do so by any 
peace officer, shall be deemed guilty of 
committing a nuisance, ard upon con- 
viction thereof before any Justice of the 
Peace of said town shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding fifty dollars for ever 
day that he or they shall continue such 
nuisance; and in default of such fine 
shall be imprisoned in the jail provided 
for town purposes at the rate of one 
day for each two dollars of such fine. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons hav- 
ing charge of any animal or animals 
which should die within the limits of 
the town of Reno, who shall neglect or 
refuse to remeve or bury the carcase 
within twelvs hours after having -been 
notified to do suv by a’ pence officer or 
the street commissioner, sha!! be deem- 
ed guilty of committing a nuisance, 
aod shall be punished as provided in 
section on one of this erder. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons who

Town Order No. 4. 


An ordinance levying a tax on dogs,and 


providing for the extermination of 

dogs for which such tax has not beew 

paid. 

Be it ordained by the board of 
county commmissioners : 

Section 1. That any 
owning or keeping a dog, shall 
pay a tax of $5 en each female 
and a tax of $3 on each male dog an- 
nually. Said tax shall be paid to 
the constable of Reno township on er 
before the first Monday of June, A. D. 
1879 and on or before the first Mon- 
day of June of each year. thereafter. 
The constabie shall furnish the owner 
of said dog a receipt for said tax, with 
the description of the dog fer which 
the tax has been paid, and a tag as 
hereinafter provided, said tag shall 
be attached to the collar of said dug, 
the receipt and tag shall be numbered 
and the number of the receipt shall 
correspond to the number of the tag. 

Section 2. Any dog running at 
large on which said tax shall not bave 
been paid and evidenced by the tag as 
aforesaid, may be apprehended by the 
constable of Reno township, or any 
person appointed by him for that pur- 
pose and taken to the dog house and if 
said animal is not claimed within two 
days from the date of its apprehension 
it shall be the duty ef the constable 
to kill and bury said dog. If said ani- 
mal is claimed, the owner thereof 
shall pay in addition to the tax here- 
in-before provided the sum of $2, as 
a. fee fur the apprehension of said dog. 
The constable shall receive from the 
county, to be paid eut ef the town 
fund $2 for each dog apprehended, 
killed and buried under the provisions 
ef this act. 

Section 3. Itshall be lawful for 
any citizen ef the town of Reno to 
kill any dog that has been known to 
have rua at large in said town for the 
period of ton Sage without the evi- 
dence of the payment ef said tax by 
the tag attached to the collar of the 
d 


persen 


og. 

Section 4. A dog house shall be 
provided by the constable at an ex- 
pense of not exceeding $25, in which 
the dogs apprehended, under previs- 
ions ef sections 2 and &, shall be con 
tined. 

Section 5. The county auditer 
shall have blank receipts with stubs 
prepared, for the tax herein provided 
and also suitable tags to be worn at- 
tached to the collar of the dog on 
which the tax shall have been paid, 
and shall furnish the same te the con- 
stable on his demand, and charge him 
therewith. The constable shal! deduct 
fifty cents from each tax collected and 
shall pay the balance into the county 
treasury to be placed in the Reno 
town fund. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty 
of the coastable of the tewn of Reno 
and his deputies te apprehend all dogs 
running at large on which the tax has 
not been paid and deal with them as 
hereinbefore provided. 


Town Order No. 5S. 

Be it ordained by the board ot 
county com missisoners: 

It shall not be lawful for any persen 
or persons to put, keep or maintain 
any iron steve-pipe through the roof

San Francisco, May 8th—9:30 a. 
m.—Nvw returns received since closing 
dispatch last.night, except from San 
Jese which says eleven precincts in- 
cluding San Jose give majority 
aginst it, 748 with nine small pre 
Cinctsto hear from, including May- 
field, Mountain view and Alviss.

SECOND DISPATCH. 


San Francisco, May 8.— Things are 
very quiet in the city to-day. Every- 
body apparrntly tired out by oxcite- 
ment of yesterday and last night. 
Quite a crewd remains around the 
bulletiu boards, but as no dispatches 
of importance come ip interest has 
flagged. The result of the election 
has evidently caused deep distrust in 
business circles if anything can be pre- 
dicted upoa expressions heard on ev- 
ery side. Kearneyites, on the cen- 
trary, are jubilant, and are already ep- 
gaged in the pleasing occupation of 
pertioning out spvils in advance. 

Stocks took a tumble which was no 
more than might have been expected, 
ewing to the feeling of depression on 
the street, although as far as can be 
learned there is no disposition mani- 
fested to allow bears to assume con- 
trol of the market. 

Stock journals are engaged ia dem- 
onstrations that so far as speculation 
is concerned, the new deal will be 
powerless to iuterfere with operations 
ef dealers whatever general effect on 
mining intrests if may have. Agri- 
cultural counties come in ior a liberal 
share of denunciation for their aid in 
hoisting sand lot reign upon city and 
state, and it is conceded that the only 
thing te be done to prevent the execu- 
tion of the laws under the new consti- 
tion by the Kearney element, will be 
to make square Republican issue 
agaiast them, trusting‘to the political 
party leaning ef the interier, to count- 
act sand lot influence. 


THIRD DISPATCH. 


San Francisco—3:30 p.u.—lt is 
cenceded by all. that the new consti- 
tutien is carried by between five and 
seven theusand majority in the State. 
San Francisco gave only 1,210 against 
it, instead of 8,000, as was confidently 
expected. Returns oeme in very 
slowly to-day. A few unimportant 
precincts in El Dorado, Placer, Neva- 
da, and Sierra counties reduce the 
majorities somewhut, but the returns 
from Kern, Celusa, Fresno and Tu- 
lare covoties more than overbalance 
them. 

The streets are almost deserted and 
an air of gloom pervades the city.

THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 


Opions as t What Effect it Will Have 
on Keno. 


A Gazette reporter tried te learr. 
the opinion of prominent men on the 
eflects of the new constitution on 
Reno. 

J. L. McFarlia fears it will be rather 
unfavorable than otherwise. He says 
the board was unable to vegotiate their 
school bonds in California, because 
they will be subject to taxation. He 
thinks any blow to Califarnia is one 
on Nevada, 

H. W. Roberts, of Verdi, is of the 
opinien that it will bring capital here 
which is now used over the meuntains 
into Nevada, but thinks that there 
are so many Nevada men doing busi- 
ness in California that the general 
effect of it will be bad. 

J. C. Hagerman thinks it will have 
little or ne effect on Nevada, uniess 
she shares in the general [prosperity 
which he believes it will briog to Cal- 
ifornia. He has hopes that it will 
give the country cheaper money. 

John Bowman thinks it will have 
no effect. 

Fred Wetherell thinks it 
make money plenty. | 

A. A. Longley thinks it is hard to 
tell the effects here. He has heard 
that several mines will disincerperate 
in California and move their head 
quarters here, alse bring seme insur- 
ance agencies. 

Mr. Leeper was of the opinion that 
the adoption ef the new censtitution 
would be of incalculable benefit to the 
state ef Califernir. It protects the 
people from stock jebbers, land grab- 
bers and monopolists, aod prohibits 
the state or avy cerporation frem 
working Chinamen. The railroad 
ceommissien clause is one of the best 
clauses ef the instrument. The re- 
sponsibility is thrown upon three men 
and they cannot escape it. If they 
betray their trust swift and certain 
retributien will be their portion. Mr. 
Leeper is enthusiastic over its adop- 
tion and thinks it will benefit Reno a 
good deal. 


J. H. Kinkead believes the effecta 
in California will be utuch less injari- 
ous than the papers claim. If the 
companies incorporate in Nevada they 
will still do their business in San 
Francisco, so that the effects iu Ne- 
vada will be very slight. No injury 
will come to the Comstock mines in 
consequence. The liabilities of disec- 
tors has always been part of the con- 
stitution, but the courts have decided 
time and again that legislation was 
necessary in erder torender it epera- 
tive. Many of the prvvisions which 
have been used as bugbears will be 
found very innocent on trial. Many 
companies will doubtless incorporate 
here, and if they are sued or attached 
or have law suits, the business will be 
done in Nevada, which will make more 
business in the courts perhaps. 

John Cahlan believes it will be a 
benefit to Reno. He thinks it will 
keep outsiders out of stocks, as they 
cannot buy so readily on margins. 
He thinks it will not change the state 
of affairs much. The brekers and 
dealers will accommodate business te 
the change, and when the matter is 
once regulated things will go on just 
as usual. 

Mr. Osburn thinks it will cause 
meneyed men to leok outside of Cali- 
fornia for investments and may start 
manufaetories in Reno; thioks unless 
it is repealed it willin the end be a 
great benefit. 

E. Meyer thinks it will unsettle 
business in California and Nevada 
will catch some of the settlings. He 
thinks charity begins at home and if 
it will help us we ought to take the 
benefit. 

C. Knust thinks it is a bad blow at 
Nevada as well as Califeroia. Vir- 
ginia will go down and a) parts «f the 
state will sympathise with it. 

Josh Laws thioks if the merchants 
insist on the rules they talk about it 
will effect the whele community disas- 
trously, but he believes they were 
talking for effeet. He thinks it will 
effect Reno very little. 

J. 8. Gilsen has an idea that it will 
enhance the value of real estate in 
Reno. The courts are abolished frem 
now until next January, and that will 
make a great deal of coufusion. He 
thinks the stock boards will move te 
Nevada next year. A good many out- 
side mines will have their offices in 

no. 

If Nevada ceuld get threugh rates 
G. W. Cunningham thioks Reno would 
ain some of the wholesale dealers. 
le hasan idea that some capital will 
be driven into Nevada as it is.

Given Five VYears—Gardner Declares 
Madden Innocent.

When Judge King 
reached the point where he asked the 
prisoners if they had anything to say 
why sentence should net be pronounced 
upen them, Judge Haydon, their coun- 
sel, arose and moved the ceurt in a 
leng and exhaustive argument togrant 
a new trial. The motion for new trial 


was overruled, and the judge again 
proceeded to deliver seutence, but was 
interrupted by Gardoer, who intimat- 
ed that he wished to say something. 
He was told to proceed, and then went 
oa to inform the ceurt that hewas 
guilty, but Madden was not, and that 
he would rather suffer a double sen- 
tence than see Madden punished for 
his crime. Himselfand another party, 
he said, did the rebbery while Mad- 
den was in asaloon. He did not gre 
the name Of the party whe assisted in 
the rebbery, and said he had never 
seen him since that night. Madden 
was both ignorant and innecent of the 
crime. Of course this confession came 
too late te do any good, and the sen- 
tence was duly proneunced. Madden 
and Gardner were alike sentenced to 
five years in the state prison, the low- 
est penalty under the law that could 
be inflicted. They were taken up to 
Carson Saturday in company 
with Ah Chouey.

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POOR PROSPECTS IN LONG VALLEY. 


Everything Leoking Toward «a 
Cleaning Out By Locusts. 


A Gazerre reporter learns that 
there is no prospect of any creps in 
Long Valley as far down as the 
Junction, and perhaps further, The 
grasshoppers are hatching out so thick 
that nothing short of a miracle can 
save the grain. Phi. Bates put in no 
crop at all. Roberts has no crop in. 
On all the rauches the hoppers were 
bad last year and toek a large slice out 
of the crops. They laid eggs 1n patch- 
es from a rod square to over an acre. 
These patchesare fulltoa depth of 


aninch and a half, and any given 
iece contain mere egys than soil. 


ece 
They are fairly matted together. 
The are something like a grain of 
wheatjbut longer aad slimmer,of a light 
straw color. They are now ino all 
stages of hatching. The end where 
the head is, drops off first then the 
eyes appear. They cast the shell and 
crawl about for six weeks before they 
fly though they begin to hop at once, 
and from the tirst hourtv the moment 
of their death they eat with the appe- 
titeefahired hand. They begin to 
lay theireggsin July. They assemble 


in swarms ut the spot chosen and stay’ 


there for three or four hours in the 
warmth of the day. There seems to 
be no killing them. They stand frost 
and water. Several ranchers covered 
the ground with straw an inch or two 
thick and when the grassh»eppers cev- 
ered it a match was touched to it but 
although it killed a great many yet 
there seemed to be no diminution. If 
they deposit eggs this year in Long 
Valley, which can easily be teld, very 
few if any of the ranchers will put io 
crops next year.

Jen- 
kins, engiveer of the second engine, 
jumped out ofthe cab window and 
down ak enbankment about ten feet 
high. His right wrist was consider- 
ably bruised and jammed, 
but beyond this he sustained 
no injury.

The 
western bound overland express laid 
at this point till half past seven next 
merning. The lightning and the 
eastern bound overland trains came in 
tegether at half past 10 o'clock.

He 
manifested a remarkably well sus- 
tained spirit of bravade assuring the 
men that he was perfectly willing to 
jump downa rope if they had one. 

© was as cool as a cucumber and al- 
theugh he seemed to think that his ex- 
ecutioners were waiting upon him

When it Goes Into Effect. 

By reference to section 12 of article 
XXII of the the new constitution, it 
will be seen that it take effect on the 
first day of next January at noon. 
This section which defines the time 
reads as follows: 


Sec. 12. This constitution shall 
take effect and be in ferce on and 
after the fourth day of July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-nine at twelve 
o'clock meridian, so far as the same 
relates to the eléction of all officers, 
the commencement of their terms of 
oflice, and the meeting of the legisla- 
ture. Inall other respects, and for 
all other purposes, this constitution 
shall take effect on the first day of 
January, eighteen hundred and eighty, 
at twelve o'clock meridian. Anether 
clause says that the changes in judici- 
ary shall go inte effect on the first 
Monday in January.

THE CROWN PRINCE. | 


Found in Pyramid District Assay- 
lng Sixteen Hundred Dollars 
to the Ton, 


A Gazette reporter who chancel ta | 
to be at Pyramid last Sunday, while | 
engaged i holy meditation came up- | 
on a large pile of very handsome quartz | 
in which his critical eye at ouce de-| 
tected a heavy charge of the precious 
metals. A stone wal] had been laid 
between two wings of the heap and a 
pious gentleman living near the spot, 
who wis alse engaged in holy medita- 
tions, informed him that the rock te 
the right of the walk was selected and 
preserved for milling, and assayed as 
high as sixteen hundred dellars to the 
ton. He also kindly stated that the 
tunnel frem whence this disturber of 
our Sunday thoughts had come was 
near by and might be inspected. At 
the entrance, happy chance, there.lay 
a balf dozen candles and a pick,. which 
immediately became identified with 
our party. For 340 feet the company 
groped along through solid granite 
until an opening appeared on eur 
right. The tunnel had cut right

A VEIN OF ORE 
about five feet thick with a beautiful 
clay wall on either side, and the min- 
ers had turned at right angles and 
followed the cast wall for 120 feet, 
with a drift 6 feet high and 5 feet 
wide.
